Frustrated by what he con- 
siders lack of response to Ro- 
mulus City Council requests in 
the continuing and costly legal 
battle involving the planned 
environmental well, veteran 
City' Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry has filed grievances 
against City Attorney Barry 
Seifman. 

Grievances also have been 
filed against the two environ- 
mental lawyers the city has 
hired to spearhead their case, 
Marc Jacobs and Stephen Win- 
ter 

Other city council members 
have filed a resolution that 
Raspberry’s grievance does 
“not represent the views of the 
city council nor the views of 
the city of Romulus.” 

Raspberry obviously voted 
against the resolution. 

Raspberry said privately 
that his grievances were tied 
in ‘with the excessive amount 
of money being paid the three 
lawyers handling the city’s 
case (currently about $340,000), 
the number of lawyers itself 
and the fact that they are not 
adequately representing our 
views on the matter.” 

At the council meeting Mon- 
day night Raspberry added, “I 
feel we are being short- 
changed and we are going to 
lose the case. I filed the griev- 
ance for the people and simply 
to motivate him (Seifman).” 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron and William Wad- 
sworth, while not joining in the 
grievance filing, said they felt 
Raspberry had “every right” to 
file such a complaint. 

Bergeron said Raspberry 
“was not speaking for the 
council, but was speaking as a 
councilman!” 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks countered by calling 
Seifman “a man of great integ- 
rity, who has been our lawyer 
for years.” 

Seifman stated. “I have ac- 
ted as your city attorney for 10 
years. I will respond to the 
grievance via the hearing pro- 
cess.” 

Obviously stung by both the 
grievance filing and strong 
statements about his legal ef- 
forts on behalf of the city in the 
injection well issue, Seifman 
said he has served on such 
lawyer grievance panels in the 
past. 

“I hope Raspberry knows he 
opens himself up for cross ex- 
amination during this pro 
cedure,” he said.

(William D.) Ford as an in- 
tern,” Amann said. “So it’s 
been 16 years in one way or 
another, and I think the main 
reason 1 got into politics is sim- 
ilar to a lot of people that 1 
wanted to try and make a dif- 
ference in people’s lives, and 
the thought that you could do 
better than the other people 
already there.” 

While with Ford, Amann co- 
ordinated efforts to obtain fed- 
eral funds for communities 
and businesses, and he partici- 
pated in various legislative

From 1984 to 1986 he prac- 
ticed law with Miller, Cohen, 
Martens and Ice, P.C., in De- 
troit. In 1986 he became the

Amann continued his climb 
up the ladder of success when 
in 1988 he became the assis- 
tant county executive/criminal 
justice.

Verbal political bombs ex 
ploded all over the newly re- 
modeled Romulus City 
Council Chambers Monday 
night as Mayor Beverly 
McAnally openly challenged 
veteran Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry’s authorship of a 
five page environmental well 
settlement letter. 

McAnally called the letter 
urging that she “apologize to 
the taxpayers of Romulus for 
the disgrace she has brought 
upon the city,” another case of 
“vintage Wicklund” alluding to 
Douglas Wicklund, owner and 
president of Environmental 
Disposal Systems. 

Contacted Tuesday morn- 
ing, Wicklund stated “I didn’t 
write that letter. At this stage 
in his career, Jimmie doesn’t 
need someone to write for 
him.” 

.Wicklund continued, “The 
Mayor seems to be more inter- 
ested in pursuing her vendetta 
against me and my company 
than in looking after her re 
sponsibilities to the taxpayers 
of Romulus. 

“The Mayor has lied to the 
people and we are going to 
prove it. She will be held ac- 
countable for her actions,” 
Wicklund concluded. 

Encouraged on by members 
of Romulus Environmentalists 
Care About People (RECAP) 
seated in the audience, 
McAnally asked, “We have 
seen these letters and state- 
ments before-haven’t we?” 

The mayor said she was re- 
ferring to past letters and EDS 


advertisements written in the 
form of letters signed by other 
Romulus persons. 

Other skirmishes involved 
Raspberry and City Attorney 
Barry Seifman. Mayor pro tern 
Mary Ann Banks and Wick- 
lund, and Raspberry and var- 
ious RECAP members. 

The confrontation dated 
back to New Year’s Day, when 
Raspberry reportedly penned 
a letter quoting extensively 
from council meeting minutes, 
depositions and his personal 
complaints against city-hired 
lawyers handling the environ- 
mental case. 

The letter is particularly 
hard on McAnally and Seif- 
man. 

It states McAnally in 1990 
“welcomed EDS with open 
arms” and that Seifman on sev- 
eral occasions stated Michigan » 
“law appears to have pre- 
empted any local regulation of 
deep well hazardous waste.” 

The letter continued, “On 
July 13, 1993, EDS invited 
McAnally and all the other city 
officials along with candidates 
for Romulus City Council (in- 
cluding Mary Hattan Collins 1 
to a dinner meeting and in- 
formed them that the drilling 
of the well was about to begin. 
No one, including Mrs. Collins, 
expressed opposition to the 
well.” 

This one statement in the 
letter drew the most fire from 
the audience and council 
members Banks and William 
Wadsworth. 

The two council members 
said they were informed at the

The suspect broke his si- 
lence on Monday and said 
that he is a scapegoat and is 
innocent of all the charges.

not received his repaired cam- 
era equipment back yet and 
the revamped and enlarged ca- 
ble offices in the basement of 
city hall are not completed yet. 

The council chambers are 
almost complete with minor 
updates due and photos of for- 
mer mayors and other elected 
city officials still to be placed 
back on the hall walls. 

Department heads said 
many office records boxes still 
need to be unpacked and 
placed in the proper files, but 
by an large most of city hall 
physical equipment is up and 
running and becoming more 
operational each day. 

City Hall officially re- 
opened on Jan. 3, but phone 
service for most departments 
were delayed until the follow- 
ing day. 

In fact, veteran City Coun- 
cilman Jimmie Raspberry said 
he tired all day Jan. 3 to reach 
either Mayor Beverly 


McAnally or City Clerk Linda 
Choate’s offices to report he 
would miss that night’s meet- 
ing. 

But he said he was unable to 
reach either and thus was 
marked absent from the first 
meeting of the year. Monday 
night that absence was 
switched to excused by Mayor 
pro tern Mary Ann Banks, who 
admitted that phone lines 
were down that first day. 

McAnally and her staff are 
presently discussing an offi- 
cial open house for the re- 
modeled facility, so that the 
public can see the remodeled 
city hall offices. That open 
house probably will not occur 
until at least March or April, 
city officials said. 

City Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski said that exte- 
rior landscaping still needed 
to be done, but would be de- 
layed until spring. 


meeting that the drilling was 
going to be a "test well’' and 
Collins said she had asked 
very pointed questions at the 
dinner, including one for Wick 
lund demanding to know, “Is 
there such an environmental 
well a quarter of a mile from 
your house?" 

The letter also states “dur- 
ing the drilling (of the well off 
Wahrman Road) McAnally, 
David Paul (Building Depart 
ment chief;, Banks and other 
city officials visited the rig and 
toured the site on several occa 
sions.

Banks then criticized Wick 
lund for smiling at her (during 
one of his rare appearances at 
a city council meeting Mon- 
day), while she was explaining 
her limited visit to the well 
site. 

The letter also claimed that 
“McAnally was so afraid that 
Mrs. Collins might be elected 
to the City Council, she filed a 
lawsuit against EDS.” 

It continues, “The Mayor’s 
lawsuit against EDS has never 
had any basis in fact. This law- 
suit is a sham, a fraud and a 
vindictive attempt by 
McAnally to save her political 
career at the expense of the 
citizens and taxpayers of Ro- 
mulus.” 

The letter then switched its 
attention to Seifman claiming, 
“had Seifman properly coun- 
seled the Citv Council and 


warned us of the overwhelm- 
ing costs and risks associated 
with filing the lawsuit we 
would have acted differently 

"Instead, he did not and we 
blindly followed McAnally and 
agreed to «ue EDS. All of this 
could have been avoided had 
Seifman had the nerve to stand 
up for his original opinions 
and to counsel us properly,” 
the letter continued. 

Seifman revealed Monday it 
is hard for him to spotlight 
what he told council members 
in private and public sessions, 
but he knows he counseled 
them “openly and honestly” on 
the cost factors and risks in- 
volved in a potential lawsuit. 

Raspberry’s letter con- 
tinues, “I have tried to stop 
this madness. I believe the 
lawyers are bleeding us dry. 
They, including Seifman, are 
making too much money to 
stop now." 

The letter then states, “I 
have read the depositions of 
McAnally, Paul, Dennis Oakes 
(former city community’ devel- 
opment director) and W’ick 
lund and I believe it’s not EDS 
that has lied -its McAnally.” 

McAnally openly refutes the 
lying charge and said she feels 
sorry that Raspberry has “be- 
come a tool of EDS.” 

Raspberry concludes the 
letter by saying, “Enough is 
enough. The well is in and 
EDS is not going to go away. We 
should negotiate a settlement 
with EDS.” 

Raspberry said copies of his 
five-page letter are being 
mailed to city voters this week. 

Twice at Monday night’s 
meeting he listed his home ad- 
dress and phone number, urg- 
ing people to call him and then 
stop by and see the official pa- 
pers he quoted from so heavily 
in his letter.

Continued from page A-1 
with you. 

“I’ve kind of matured over 
the process that it use to be 
‘Boy I want to get this headline 
or that headline’ and try to 
make news and have a lot of 
fun playing politics. But. I 
think people in public office 
can make a choice. It’s hard to 
play politics effectively and be 
a public servant at the same 
time.” 

Amann said he went into of- 
fice mainly on a political 
agenda based on public 
service. 

“When I first went in, one of 
my goals was pretty much to 
burn down the commission 
and try to dismantle it.” Am- 
ann said. “But, there came oc- 
casions when the county 
executive and I would dis- 
agree on a given issue of my 
district, and then I needed to 
put together eight votes out of 
the 15 on the commission. 

“If you don’t work with 
other commissioners on occa- 
sion and build some coalitions, 
then you can forget about pro- 
tecting your district when an 
issue comes up. It’s easy to get 
out and make nice fiery’ politi- 
cal accusations, bur the hard 
work comes when you actually 
have to put together a 
coalition.” 

Amann said when he threw 
his hat into the ring last Febru- 
ary for the 13th District U.S. 
Congressional seat, he took a 
look at the size of the congres- 
sional body that he would have 
to work with. 

“I thought to myself that 
Congress is 29 times the size of 
the Wayne County Commis- 
sion,” Amann said. “As diffi- 
cult it is to hold eight votes out 
of the 15, I couldn't imagine 
what it would be like to hold 
some 200 votes. 

“My parting comments re- 
cently at the commission were 
pretty’ emotional. I’ve come to 
respect the body. Certainly it 
has its problems like any pri- 
vate entity, but as a body it's 
very functional. And. I think I 
left the place a little better 
than 1 found it.” 

Amann said one of the most 
difficult times was when he 
had to sue the chairman of the 
commission just to get docu- 


ments on how the commission 
was spending money. 

“He then responded by call- 
ing me David Duke of Wayne 
County, and I started getting 
bomb threats and death 
threats,” Amann said. “I ended 
up having to go to court to get 
what any taxpayer should be 
able to get.” 

As commissioner, Amann 
served as chairman of the Spe- 
cial Subcommittee on Legal 
Affairs. His responsibilities in- 
cluded oversight of all litiga- 
tion involving Wayne County 
government and the contract- 
ing of outside legal services. 

Other committees he took 
part in included the following: 

• Vice chairman-Public 
Safety and Judiciary Commit- 
tee-Oversight of offices of 
Wayne County prosecutor. 
Wayne County sheriff and 
county programs and appro- 
priations for Wayne County 
Probate Court and the Third 
Judicial Circuit Court. 

• Member-Committee on 
Roads, Airports and Public 
Services and Committee on 
Drains and Solid Waste. 

• Chairman-Wayne County 
Siting Committee-Responsible 
for the siting of solid waste 
landfills and transfer stations. 

• Member-Board of direc- 
tors. Suburban Mobility Au- 
thority for Regional 
Transportation (SMART)- 
March 1992 present. 

“Legislatively, one of the 
bigger achievements I had was 
making the airport non-smok- 
ing," Amann said. “Also, the 
commission is now on a down- 
ward trend in its spending. 1 
feel good that I have caused 
the paradigm to shift a bit. Cer- 
tainly there is a ton more to do. 
You can never fix anything as 
last as you like to. but you 
learn patience.” 

Will Amann throw his hat 
again into the political arena? 

“I don’t know. I still, to this 
day. am turning down a job of- 
fer to be the chairman of the 
Democratic party," Amann 
said. “For me it’s never been 
about politics so much as it has 
been about public service. I 
couldn't be less without a plan 
in my life than I am right now. 

Amann is going to open a 
law office in Canton Township 
with the grand opening ex- 
pected to be Jan. 15.

We wish to bring to your 
readers’ attention a scandal of 
tragic proportions, namely, the 
continued existence of the 
School of Americas. 

SOA was established in 1946 
in Panama avowedly to stabi 
lize Latin America, strengthen 
fledgling democracies and se 
cure American interests in the 


region. Existing in secrecy, it 
has readied 56.000 troops in its 
47 years. In 1984, SOA was re- 
moved from Panama to Ft. Be- 
nning. Then. Panamanian 
President Jorge Illueca called 
it “the biggest base for the de- 
stabilization in Latin 
America.”

It has also trained many in iiie 
Death Squads responsible for 
the deaths of thousands in 
Guatemala and El Salvador in- 
cluding Archbishop Oscar Ro- 
mero. four U.S. Church women 
and six Jesuits.

City investigates DDA option

An $18,000 proposal to study 
the feasibility of a Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
was unanimously approved by 
Westland City Council mem 
bers. 

The study is being con 
ducted by Premise Associates. 
Inc. of Detroit and is expected 
to be completed by late March 
or early April. It will be used 
to determine if the business 
area along Wayne Road bet 
ween Ford and Glenwood is 
suffering from deteriorating 
property values, according to 
Westland Economic Develop 
nient Director Scott Veldlniis. 

According to a letter from 
Premise to Veldhuis, "City offi 
cials •intuitively' believe the 
Wayne Road corridor, because 
of its deteriorated condition 
and high levels of vacancy, has 
suffered from declining 
values. They seek to determine 
if this belief is. indeed, sub- 
stantiated by tact.” 

The study will not only pro- 
v;de for property assessments 
in the 2.5- mile area, which 
consists of mixed commercial 
and residential uses, a com- 
parison between the property 
trends in the Wayne Road cor 
ridor and other key commer- 
cial areas of the city will also 
be conducted. The study will 
also determine the number of 
vacant buildings in the area, 
according to Veldhuis. 

If the development author- 
ity is determined to be feasible 
to establish, the council will 
vote on whether to approve it. 
If the authority were ap- 
proved. a board would be es- 
tablished and funding 
achieved through the capture 
of tax revenue in the improve- 
ment area. These captured 
taxes, coupled with a possible 
tax levy ,.f up to two mills on 
all non-residential property 
within the area would provide 
the city with improvement 
funding. 

The improvement funds 
would be used for landscap- 
ing. new building facades, and 
other measures which would

Salem tuned up for their 
natural rivals with a 54-38 vic- 
tory over Walled Lake West- 
ern.

It takes a special kind of dog 
to be trained for police work, 
according to Terry and Diane 
Shoenbach, who are Van 
Buren police officers and the 
owners of K-9 Academy in 
Wayne County where Bullet is 
in training. 

Bullet made the list to earn 
his badge with his partner 
Wayne police officer Brian 
Wojcik. 

K-9 educates the best of the 
best for local police depart- 
ments and the Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport dog. The 
Shoenbach’s dog training facil- 
ity is so popular that they 
never have to advertise. They 
rely mainly on word-of-mouth 
publicity. 

Highland Park police offi- 
cer Terry Foley is the K-9 
Academy head instructor. He 
said the dogs typically begin 
their training two days a week 
for the first three months. 

“We then go into a second 
phase of training called ‘On 
The Road’ where they come 
here for eight hours one day a 
week, and then the rest of the 
training is while they are on 
the road,” Foley said. “ 

Dogs are required to be bet- 
ween 10 and 15 months old in 
order to be considered for the 
police school. 

“That’s because usually 
around 10 months they are 
considered in their teenage 



years, and their maturity is up 
a bit,” Foley said. “They start 
comprehending more at that 
time.” 

Foley said Bullet was a spe- 
cial case because usually the 
Academy receives dogs from a 
breeder in Canada. 

“When Wayne came around 
and wanted a dog, the breeder 
didn’t have any left,” Foley 
said. “So we had to search 
around the country looking for 
a dog that satisfied our re- 
quirements. We wanted a dog 
that wasn’t trained, and we 
wanted a dog that was an im- 
port. Bullet comes from 
Czechoslovakia. 

“The only training that Bul- 
let had that we can tell is a 
little bit of obedience work 
and a little bit of narcotics 


detection." 

Foley said “friendliness” in 
a dog is the first key to having a 
good police dog. 

“We don’t look for a dog 
that’s mean,” Foley said. “We 
don’t look for a dog who wants 
bite everybody. We can teach a 
dog everything else. If he’s not 
friendly, we can’t deal with 
him.” 

Foley said the dogs at K-9 
Academy are trained in seven 
different areas. 

“We call that a full-service 
dog,” Foley said. “We believe 
that dogs doing one task is a 
waste. These dogs love to 
learn. For suburban depart- 
ments or smaller departments 
it’s just not practical to have a 
dog that does one thing be- 
cause those kinds of depart- 
ments can’t afford two or three 
dogs.” 

Dogs are trained in track- 
ing, narcotics detection, build- 
ing search, evidence search, 
area search, handler protec- 
tion and obediences. 

“These dogs must go 
through basic and advance ob- 
edience which means on and 
off the leash,” Foley said. 
“They are taught verbal and 
hand signals.” 

Wojcik was asked by Wayne 
Police Deputy Police Chief 
Kerry Webb if he would like to 
have a police dog as a partner. 
Wojcik was very much in favor 
of the idea. Bullet now lives 
with Wojcik. 

“I have a dog of my own so I 
like dogs in general,” Wojcik 
said. “We get along great.” 

The dog and his partner 
work as a team. Sometimes it 
takes the handler a little more 
time to learn a process than it 


does the dog, according to 
Foley. 

“Dogs learn faster than 
their handlers sometimes,” 
Foley said. “They are certified 
as a team. If a dog does well 
and the handler doesn’t, then 
you don’t get certified. 

“All the officers here not 
only get certified by our train- 
ing facility, but we belong to a 
national organization called 
the National Police Work Dog 
Association.” 

Bullet is the only dog in the 
history of K-9 Academy who is 
being trained on the opposite 
side of his partner. Usually the 
dog is to the left of a handler, 
however, with Wojcik being 
left handed, Bullet is situated 
to his right. 

Dogs that are being trained 
at the K-9 Academy include 
Canton Township police offi- 
cer Todd Cook and his partner 
Bas who is a Dutch Sheppard 
imported from Holland. 

Baas has been on the road 
for two years. All of his com- 
mands are in Dutch which is 
the language he first learned. 

Van Buren officer Melissa 
Taylor is in training with her 
partner Miranda who is in a 
trial situation to see if she can 
handle the program. 

The K-9 Academy officials 
train mostly German Shep- 
pards, according to Terry 
Shoenbach because they make 
the best all-around dogs. 

“Since they are trained in 
all those areas. German Shep- 
pards are more efficient,” 
Shoenbach said. 

Diane Shoenbach intro- 
duced her partner in crime,

Caesar seizes $1 .6 
million in drugs, cash

In his long-time career as a 
police dog, Caesar is consid- 
ered the king of drug 
detection. 

He handles between 250 to 
280 police cases a year in High- 
land Park. Within the last five 
years he has found $1.6 million 
in cash and 20 to 30 kilos in 
cocaine, according to K-9 
Academy head instructor 
Terry Foley. 

“He’s one of the best,” Foley 
said. “He will retire by this 
time next year.” 

Caesar, who is seven years 
old. is retiring not because of 
old age. While he was on duty 


chasing a criminal, the officer 
fell one floor and injured his 
spine, according to Foley. 

“I’m going to have him re- 
tired before he is crippled,” 
Foley said. “He will be a house 
pet relaxing at home.” 

His departure will be a sad 
one for the various police de- 
partments that have worked 
with Caesar including Royal 
Oak Township, Dearborn 
Heights and Hamtramack. 
Drug dealers, however, will 
probably not shed a tear. 

“At one time Caesar had 
contracts out on his life for 
$2,500 and $1,100,” Foley said. 
“These dogs really intimidate 
people. They do their job 
well.”

Supreme Court upholds car confiscations

Prosecutors were given a 
big victory in the fight against 
vice markets by a decision ren 
dered by the state Supreme 
Court. 

Wayne County Prosecutor 
John D. O’Hair applauded the 
decision which supported the 
Circuit Court abatement order 
to confiscate the car used by a 
subject in which to have a sex 
act by a prostitute. 

In O’Hair versus Bennis, the 
Detroit Police Department 
confiscated an automobile co- 
owned by a Royal Oak resident 
who had used it to drive into a 
north central Detroit neigh- 
borhood where he engaged a 
prostitute. A Circuit Court 
judge found the use of the ve- 
hicle constituted a nuisance 
and order it sold and the net 
profits deposited in the state 
general fund. 

The man who used the car 
and the other owner of the ve- 
hicle appealed the abatement 
order, arguing that ou-ners 
cannot lose their vehicle if it is 
used for prostitution just once, 
especially where one of the 
owners did not know of, or con- 
dor** tn the usage. 


The owners were tempo- 
rarily successful in the Court 
of appeals. Now, however, the 
Michigan Supreme Court has 
rejected the owners’ argu- 
ments, and has reinstated the 
Circuit Court imposed Abate- 
men! Order. 

Justice Dorothy Comstock 
Riley, writing for the majority, 
held that the intent of the 
abatement statute is to stop 
“the inevitable decline of vice- 
laden neighborhoods.” 

Here, the proofs showed 
that the subject neighborhood 
was well-known as a place of 
prostitution; that this offender 
had patronized the illicit activ- 
ity in the neighborhood on 
prior occasions; and that on 
the evening in question, the of- 
fender drove to the location. 

Rejecting the argument that 
a vehicle had to be used for 
prostitution more than once in 
order to be abatable, Justice 
Riley wrote that such holding 
“would allow the criminal ac- 
tors to circumvent the law” 
just by using a different vehi- 
cle for the commission of each 
offense. 


Accidents more costly 
than crime in state 


Westland men receive 
probation for assault

Two Westland men, who 
pleaded to reduced charges 
for their part in the February 
1994 baseball bat beating of a 
36-year-old Garden City man, 
were sentenced to one year re- 
porting probation before De- 
troit Recorder’s Judge George 
Crockett III. 

Brothers Richard Anthony 
Nastal, 21, and Ryan Allen 
Nastal, 19, were accused of 
holding the man down during 
the beating and also hitting 
and punching the victim. Rich- 
ard Nastal pleaded guilty to 
trespassing and Ryan Nastal 
pleaded guilty to assault and 
battery. 

Their partner in the inci- 
dent, John Robert Young, a 20- 
year-old who wielded the alu- 
minum bat, striking the victim 
in the back and approximately 
twice in the head, pleaded to 
felonious assault. 

Young will be sentenced be- 
fore Judge Crockett March 13, 
1995. He faces a maximum sen- 
tence of four years in prison. 

Officers discovered the vic- 
tim lying on the garage floor of 
a Westland home bleeding se- 
verely, according to Westland 
police. The victim, who was 
transported to Annapolis Hos- 
pital in Wayne, received 20 
stitches to his head and suf- 
fered a severe concussion, ac- 
cording to Westland police Lt. 
Marc Stobbe. 

Young’s neighbor, Larry 
Glinski, 50, who lives at the 
home where the incident oc- 
curred on the 6300 block of N. 
Wayne Road, testified during 
preliminary examination in 
Westland 18th District Court 
that a confrontation with Rich- 
ard Nastal sparked the 
incident. 

Glinski, who lives with his 
mothei and nephew, testified 
that he was at home when 
Richard Nastal came to the 
door demanding $100 al- 
legedly owed to Young by 
Glinski’s nephew. 

After Glinski told him to 
leave, Nastal said, “I’ll be back 
and I’ll get you and your 
nephew,” according to 
testimony. 

Nastal returned around 11 
p.m. with Ryan Nastal and 
Young and while Glinski was 
arguing with them outside, the 
nephew' called police and his 
36-year-old cousin. Basil Dou- 
glas Buck, to come help, ac- 
cording to testimony. 

“One kid said something 
and rushed at me. He grabbed 


me and another person (Ryan 
Nastal) jumped on my back 
and we w'ent to the ground,” 
Buck testified. 


It is a fact that may be hard 
to believe, but the cost of traf- 
fic crashes is more than dou- 
ble that of crime in Michigan. 

The analysis, recently con- 
ducted by the University of 
Michigan Transportation Re- 
search Institute, reveals that 
traffic crashes cost the state 
more than $12 billion in 1993, 
while the total cost of index 
crimes was approximately $5 
billion. This translates to 
$3,166 for each Michigan tax- 
payer who filed a tax return in 
1992 versus $1,315 per taxpayer 
for crime costs. 

“Traffic crashes are an epi- 
demic that requires the atten- 


tion of everyone in our state,” 
said Betty Mercer, executive 
director of the Michigan State 
Police, Office of Highway 
Safety Planning. 

“Certainly, crime is of major 
concern and for good reason. 
But, drunk driving is a violent 
crime as is every death on 
Michigan roads. We must con- 
tinue to focus adequate re- 
sources on traffic safety 
enforcement and education. 

More than 40 percent of traf- 
fic fatalities in the state in- 
volved alcohol in 1993 and 
approximately three-quarters 
of traffic crash victims were 
not w'earing safety belts.

The Supreme Court also ex- 
tinguished the interest of the 
co-ow'ner, even though she had 
no know-ledge of, and did not 
consent to, the vehicle use for 
prostitution. 

Like many police regula- 
tions, the court pointed out 
that know-ledge of the ow-ner is 
not a requirement for this 
abatement of property-. The ve- 
hicle was not stolen. Thus, the 
co-ow-ner was liable under the 
statue as a joint ow-ner who ex- 
plicitly and implicitly en- 
trusted the man with the use 


and possession of the vehicle. 

“Whether the subject of sale 
is sex or drugs, there is one ‘ 
proven way to put open and 
notorious vice markets out of 
business - seize and abate or 
forfeit the buyers’ cars. 

“It is a textbook example of 
swift and certain punishment?, 
it is the least expensive enfor-, 
cement action for taxpayers? 
and the recidivism rate of of- 
fenders w-ho lose their auto- 
mobiles is the low-est among 
all classes of criminal disposi- 1 
tion,” O’Hair said.

Fifty hours of hard decorat- 
ing and an investment of $49 to 
$60 have gone into a Gin- 
gerbread Contest entry that 
may take top honors during the 
Plymouth Ice Festival annual 
competition. 

Wayne residents and sister- 
in-laws, Laurie and Carol 
Darin, have taken the top 
honors at the annual gin- 
gerbread rivalry for two years 
running. 

Pre-competing with the 
same entries in Hart, Mich., 
the duo have won highest 
honors for three years in a row. 
The Hart competition is their 
last, because they don’t want to 
be “greedy.” The first prize in 
the contest was $150 in “Hart 
Dollars” that can only be spent 
in the local community stores. 
Prizes in Hart are awarded 
down to $25, which is the 
amount winners receive for 
first prize in the Plymouth con- 
test. 

The 1995 theme is a carou- 
sel. 

“We had trouble with the 
roof. It’s supported by a pillar 
in the middle. We had a couple 
of failures before we came up 
with the final roof,” Carol 
Darin said. 

Fitting into the “large gin- 
gerbread” category, they 


molded black and brown 
horses out of gingerbread. 

“We made a large pop corn 
ball and covered it with candy 
for the top of the carousel,” 
Darin said. The carousel is 
less than four feet high, but it’s 
large. 

The 1994 winner was a train 
station, with a Santa castle and 
reindeer barn. The first year 
they wasted a lot of money buy- 
ing things that they didn’t 
need. Now, they buy small 
quantities of candy at a time to 
try out.

Controversy continues 
with reappointment

A longtime Westland public 
servant has been reappointed 
to another six-year term de- 
spite earlier disputes that a 
non-resident should not serve 
on the Westland Economic De- 
velopment Corporation/Tax In- 
crement Finance Authority.

According to Mayor Robert 
Thomas, who obtained a legal 
opinion about the residency is- 
sue, the Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation does not 
require residency to be a 
member. 

Council postponed the mea- 
sure and agreed unanimously 
to reappoint Stockmeyer last 
Tuesday. 

“We ruled four years ago 
that if it was not law, charter 
prevails,” Brown said. “I do 
not object to Mr. Stockmeyer 
continuing to serve, but this 
city should not have rules for 
some that don’t apply to 
others."

Public comments sought on Willow Creek clean-up proposal 


Tonight at 7:30 p.m., citizens 
will have an opportunity to 
comment on the proposed re- 
midal action plan to clean up 
Willow Run Creek. 

The site of the public forum 
will be the Van Buren Towns- 
hip Hall, 46425 Tyler Road, 
west of Belleville Road. 

After several years of dis- 
cusssions, the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources (DNA) and the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) have reached an 
agreement on how to address 
the remediation of the Willow 
Creek contamination site. The 
comments gathered tonight 
will be studied by the two 
agencies before the plans are 
implemented. 

In a recent report to the 
Huron Valley Conservation As- 
sociation (HVCA), long-time 
member Marty Elliott noted 
that he has attended meetings 
on the Willow Creek contam- 
ination as a representative of 
the HVCA for more than 20 
years. 

“There’s a lot to be done, 
but it has come a long way,” 
Elliott told the HVCA mem- 
bers “When I first began to 
monitor the situation at Wil- 
low Creek it was a sludge 
pond.” 

Elliott said he will continue 
to attend meetings and bring 
the members up to date on any 
new developments. 

“The situation is not good 
yet, but it certainly has im- 
proved since 1 first began to 
attend the meetings about the 
contamination,” Elliott said. 

The Willow Run Creek area 
contamination site is located 
in Ypsilanti and Van Buren 
townships, Washtenaw and 
Wayne counties. It is located 
southwest of the Willow Run 
Airport and north of the inter- 
section of Interstate-94 and 
Rawsonville Road. 

The agreement between the 
DNR and EPA provides that 


the EPA will defer listing of 
the Willow Run Creek area site 
as a National Priorities List 
Superfund site. In return the 
state DNR will work with the 
Potentially Responsible Par- 
ties (PRPs)to develop the site 
remediation plan under the

Felony, who is six years old.

And the dumbest burglar who has ever crossed 
Inkster Detective Darryl Tubbs’ path has to be a 
31-year-old Dearborn Heights man. 

“He’s definitely not a Rhodes scholar,” said 
Tubbs of a suspect who is waiting to be charged 
for a break-in in Inkster. “And this is probably the 
easiest case I have ever handled in the 25 years 
on the force.” 

The suspect bragged while drinking up his 
illegally-obtained funds that he would never be 
returned to jail.

sound of breaking glass on the basement window, 
the would-be thief punched out the glass and en- 
tered the dwelling. The homeowner, 65, was 
asleep at the time of the break-in. 

The thief slipped through the window and into 
the basement where he decided also to take off 
his gym shoes. He then left his jacket and the 
shoes in the basement, and proceeded to search 
for valuables. 

The thief apparently found what he was look-

A Westland man accused of 
raping his neighbor at knife 
point and robbing her of $80 
cash while her young child was 
sleeping inside the victim’s 
trailer home, was captured by 
police in Commerce City, Colo., 
Monday night, Westland police 
Sgt. Terry Donohue said. 

Westland police are await- 
ing the extradition of Anthony 
Guy Walker, 37, to Michigan to 
face arraignment on charges 
contained in a two- count fel- 
ony warrant, Donohue said. 
Police have a warrant for 
Walker’s arrest on three felony 
charges of armed robbery and 
two counts of criminal sexual 
conduct in the first-degree. He 
faces a maximum of life in 
prison if convicted of the 
charges. 

According to Donohue, 
Walker was scheduled for an 
extradition hearing Thursday 
and is expected to return to 
Michigan in a minimum of two 
weeks. However, if Walker 
fights the extradition, his re- 
turn to Westland could take 
even longer. 

Walker is also wanted by lo- 
cal police since he is the key 
witness in the 1994 murder of 
his other neighbor 34-year-old 
Jane Marie Fray. 

Wayne resident Ricky Alan 
Amolsch, 38, is awaiting trial 
on first* degree murder 
charges for allegedly brutally 
murdering the woman by beat- 
ing, stabbing and strangling 
her to death in August. 

Walker was arrested after 
Colorado police surrounded 
his cousin’s home where he 
was staying between 5 and 6 
p.m., Donohue said. Police or- 
dered Walker out of the house 
and he voluntarily surren- 
dered. 

“We followed up any leads 
with relatives and friends,” 
Donohue said, adding that 
Westland police notified Colo- 
rado officers that Walker had a 
cousin in the area. 

The alleged rape occurred 
during the early morning 
hours Dec. 20 in Westland 
Meadows Trailer Park, accord- 
ing to Westland police Sgt. 
Terry Donohue. According to 
police. Walker allegedly called 
the victim and asked if he

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Golf War defused 

Inkster receives front nine, Westland 
will see back nine in 'green' project 



Inkster will get the front 
nine and the city of Westland 
the back nine of a proposed 18- 
hole golf course that Wayne 
County is planning to construct 
between the two cities on 
county-owned land. 

That is the message Wayne 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara, who attended an 
Inkster council study session 
Wednesday night, had for Inks- 
ter Mayor Edward Bivens and 
members of city council. 

The clubhouse and the pro 
shop of the proposed golf 
course also will be located in 
the city of Inkster, county offi- 
cials told the city. 

However, McNamara 
stressed, plans for the golf 
course may be changed consid- 
erably before a final layout 
will surface. The information 
the county CEO provided the 
local lawmakers and residents 
may have helped defuse a vol- 
atile crowd of Inkster resi- 
dents and officials who earlier 
have expressed indignation 
over an earlier county plan to 
build the course in Westland 
During the past 30 years, for- 
mer county administrations 
have introduced plans to build 
golf courses in Inkster, but the 
plans never got off the drawing 
boards. 

James White, a Westland 
resident and retired city em- 
ployee who is an avid golfer, 
remained skeptical about the 
latest plan. 

“I will believe it when I see 
it.” 

McNamara informed the 
gathering that, he preferred to 
see the golf course built in Ink- 
ster, “but Inkster doesn’t have 
enough land.” 

The county is proposing to 
construct the golf course on 
county-owned land, and the 
layout of the course as out- 
lined by Hurley J. Coleman Jr., 
Wayne County Division of 
Parks and architect Donald 
Tilton, of Johnson & Johnson & 
Roy - an Ann Arbor firm, 
would incorporate parcels of 
land that housed the old 
Eloise Hospital, at Merriman 
Road and Michigan on the 
west, and stretching as far east 
to Inkster Road. Within the 
layout meanders the Rouge 
River. 

The plans would necessitate 
the construction of two tunnels 
under major traffic arteries - 
Henry Ruff and Middlebelt 
roads. 

Monies generated from the 
golf course would go to the 
county. 

Coleman said that the pro- 
posed layout is a “fourth gen- 
eration design.” Noting that 
the previous attempts to built 
were met by opposition from 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources because

the course would interrupt 
wetlands and destroy wildlife. 

Coleman also revealed that 
land at Michigan Avenue and 
Henry Ruff had been the site 
of a landfill and that the prop- 
erty, presently privately- 
owned, would not be incorpo- 
rated in the design. 

McNamara interjected that 
the county didn’t want to pur- 
chase the property “because 
once you opened it up, you 
don’t know what you will find 
and what it would cost to clean 
it up.” 

“That (land) is a Pandora’s 
Box,” McNamara added. 

Tilton told the gathering 
that the present design calls 
for a par 72, 7,000-yard course 
that “potentially can be one of 
the best courses in Michigan, a 
course that could host the 
Michigan Amateur with no 
problems. 

“As designers, we are very 
excited about this project,” 
Tilton added. 

Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Kay Beard, whose dis- 
trict includes the cities of 
Westland and Inkster, said she 
remains a staunch supporter 
for a golf course for the city of 
Inkster. 

Pointing out that the golf 
course is part an Inkster re- 
naissance, that has brought a

new shopping center and post 
office to the city, Beard added 
that “for too long Inkster has 
been overlooked.”

Courtships, weddings and funerals were 
conducted there. Two entrances on the front porch designate the 
usage of the parlor for funerals and two French doors are there 
for the purpose of closing off the parlor from the remaining 
rooms of the house. A relative of the Renton family planned to 
take those doors, but following the purchase of the home, a niece 
brought them back.

said. ... 

Ruth, Florence and Lloyd Riggs are children of the original 
owners, who were born in the parlor, along with Irvin who is 
deceased. Florence and her husband continued to live there 
until the Landstroms purchased the home. The sisters now live 
in Chelsea but come back to visit frequently. 

“The ladies are happy and have come back a couple of times. 
They don’t call, just show' up,” Debbie said, which was fine with 
her since she still thinks of them as partial house owners. 

The milk house, built without a foundation, was used to store 
milk until the big truck (or horse) got there. Water pipes circu- 
late around the milk house to keep it cool. The Landstrom family 
would like to find old milk cans and put it the way it was. 

A jug and a wood alcohol container were found in the attic, 
along with a varnish can, labeled Berry Brothers Varnishers of 
Detroit. Two porcelain light switches were located, plastered 
into the walls. 

Additional finds in the backyard included vine overgrowth, 
which cut gouges in trees and car doors, along with coal from a 
wood burning stove. An old bell, part of a crank telephone, was 
found inside the house. 

The couple purchased an old cooker stove, which could be 
made functional. They are going to place it in the kitchen, 
“something else to put the house back to where it was,” they 


explained. 

At the top of the stairs is a parlor or gathering room, accom- 
panying three bedrooms, two of which have been redecorated by 
the Landstroms. The one heat duct in the upstairs goes to the 
gathering room. 

“Rooms were for guests in the summer. No one came in winter 
time,” Landstrom explained. 

“A lot of this last year was cleanup,” Landstrom said. 

Original woodwork moldings are being cleaned with a broom 
and bleach, which retains the original stain. 

Unique construction of the home includes balloon framing, 
which means the studs go up and down. A solid oak stud in the 
basement goes all the way to the attic. The floor joists are all 
two-by-lOs. 

Insulating and coming up with some counter space and 
closets are top priorities in the months ahead, along with the 
addition of a garage and the use of city water. The well-water has 
been tested and, although it is safe, but the family intends to 
have both sources available. The iron content has a tendency to 
stain clothes. 

An application has been filled out to receive a certificate 
from the State of Michigan commemorating the age of the home. 
Several black and white three-by-five pictures from different 
angles are part of the approval process. 

Van Buren Supervisor David Jacokes gave permission for the 
family to apply for a plaque to be placed in the front of the 
house, but it’s not an immediate request, as the plaques cost 
$1,200. They are hoping to receive some contributions toward the 
cost of the plaque from historic-minded area residents or from 
grants. 

Historical significance in the new year holds a lot of work for 
the Landstrom family, but it will definitely be a labor of love.

Century-old home 
renovated by family

As the new year signals a time of fresh beginnings and a 
renewal of commitments, the Landstrom family of Belleville is 
experiencing their first year as homeowners, beginning a huge 
renovation project of a 100-year-old house. 

The uniqueness of the situation is intensified as the house 
they purchased on Haggerty Road celebrated its 100th birthday 
on Jan. 1. 

Celebrating a birth for the house is not a new occasion, 
though, as a welcoming ceremony was performed Jan. 1, 1895 
when a violin player stood in the parlor to perform for the 
occasion. This incident is documented in the book. Water Under 
the Bridge^ by local historians Cathy Horste and Diane Wilson. 

The Landstrom family of five was about to purchase a differ- 
ent home when they saw the century-old house in Belleville. 

U I told Ken 1 didn’t care for the Westland home. Every since 
I’ve known him he wanted a farm house. This house was vacant. 
Two-year-old Sean was running around the living room saying, 
‘mine, mine, mine.’ We kept coming back, Debbie said. 

The Landstroms have three children 10-year-old Kenny II, 
Sean and Erin who will be one year old on Valentine s Day. 

The house is in original condition, according too Ken Land- 
strom, with the exception of a bathroom which was added in 1936 
by cutting the parlor in half. 

The Landstroms intend to restore the house to its original 
condition, but confess to having to make some minor modifica- 
tions. 

The house had settled five and one-half inches into the 
ground on the brick foundation which was laid over sand. The 
Landstroms leveled it with jacks and timbers and built a new 
foundation. 

“Doors that never opened, opened and ones that did, never 
did anymore,” Landstrom said. 

He worked on the doors and now all are in good repair. 
Windows made out of purple hammer light glass are original to 
the house and would cost $300 to $400 to replace. 

In addition to redoing the roof, two non functional chimneys 
that had been capped below the roof line were removed. Twenty 
tons of brick made up those chimneys. It filled the milk house. 
Debbie Landstrom said, ‘Tve never seen so much brick in my 
life” 

The Landstroms are constructing pillars in the front yard for 
an eventual fence with the brick. Two pillars are complete and 
seven more are going in along the property line. 

“They don’t make the clay brick anymore. We could make a 
fortune selling them,” Landstrom said. 

A house across the street has been constructed out of recycled 
wood from the barn wood of Landstrom’s house. 

A dining room window facing the back of the house has an 
active chimney behind it. The chimney is used for hot water and 
the furnace, Landstrom said. The family intends to take it down 
and restore a view of the backyard. 

Five layers of wallpaper have been removed in the parlor so

Residence is rich 
with local histoiy

A wealth of history is pre- 
sent in a century-old home in 
Van Buren Township. 

The Landstrom home at 
17140 Haggerty Road was origi- 
nally built previous to the mar- 
riage of Andrew Renton and 
Mary Ellen Daugherty. The 
newlyweds moved into their 
home on New Year’s Day, 1895. 
At the housewarming party a 
violinist stood between the 
parlor and the living room and 
serenaded the guests. 

Of the three children bom 
at the house, two sisters, Flo- 
rence and Ruth, remained at 
the residence with Ruth’s hus- 
band, Lloyd Riggs. It was va- 
cated previous to the 
Landstrom purchase. 

Andrew Renton farmed and 
raised cows on the 60-acre 
property. He was known to 
have sold a team of colts to ob- 
tain money for furnishing the 
living room. 

Renton installed the run- 
ning water system, powered by 
a gasoline engine, which 
cooled the milk in the milk 
house and pumped water to 
the upstairs of the home. 

Renton farmed with a one- 
furrow plow. Mary Ellen did 
the housework, and the girls 
were responsible for keeping

the wood box filled. The family 
took their eggs to a general 
store in New Boston on Satur- 
day via horse and buggy. 

The children, Irvine, Flo- 
rence and Ruth Renton, at- 
tended the Otisville school and 
both Ruth and Florence be- 
came teachers. Florence 
taught first grade in Adrian 
and then in Detroit where she 
remained for 37 years. Ruth 
taught two years in Romulus 
and then taught 42 years in 
Van Buren Schools. 

The purchase of the Renton 
house has represented a trip 
back in history for the Land- 
stroms, as they research the 
history of their new home and 
the family who lived there, and 
learn of the common practices 
of that time period.

A Westland woman, who 
toid police she has been 
stalked for the past two years 
by an unidentified woman 
claiming their 8-year-old 
da '^hters were switched at 
birth, said an unidentified 
armed man t) rape 

and kil< . r after 

noon. 

Lynette Allgoou, 32. claims 
the man who she saw following 
her in a red pickup truck, ap- 
proached her while she was in 
her car at a stop sign at Doxta- 
tor and North Gulley in Dear- 
born. 

Allgood had just completed 
her banking and was looking at 
her receipt when a man wea- 
ring a ski mask allegedly ap- 
proached the driver’s side of 
her car, attempted to open the 
doors and then held a gun to 
her head and said, “Shame on 
you for going to the police. 
Now you leave me no choice. I 
have to rape and kill you,” ac- 
cording to Allgood. 

With her driver’s side win- 
dow partially down, the wo- 
man’s 7-month-old dog jumped 
in her lap and began barking 
at the offender blocking her 
from the gun. Allgood said. 

“He said call off your dog ... 
and the traffic started moving 
on North Gulley. He w'alked 
backwards toward his truck,” 
she said. 

Allgood claims this same 
man, described as a 36-year- 
old 6-foot, 1- inch to 6-foot, 
2-inch tall white male with 
brown hair worn in a pony tail, 
green eyes and a scar on his 
left cheek by his eye, also ap- 
proached her at a grocery 
store last Sunday. 

“He bashed me with a groc- 
ery cart and told me he’d kill 
me if I went to the police 
(about the alleged attempted 
abductions),” Allgood said. 

“I’m absolutely petrified for 
my life,” Allgood said. 

According to hospital 


spokeswoman Nancy Dumas, 
17 children were bom on the 
same day as Jessica Allgood. 

Allgood said she remem- 
bers thinking the child she 
took home from the hospital 
did not resemble the one she 
gave birth to. 

“I called my mother tu'o 
days after I was home and told 
h er I thought I had the wrong 
baby," Allgood said. 

The alleged stalking and at- 
tempted abduction incidents 
came to light after Allgood 
filed a police report with West- 
land police regarding the at- 
tempted kidnapping of Jessica. 
According to reports, a few' 
weeks ago, the alleged of- 
fender tried to take Jessica 
from the playground of Ketter- 
ing Elementary School. The al- 
leged incident occurred when 
the offender attempted to grab 
the child and the girl fled on 
foot and notified her teacher. 

Since that time, the alleged 
stalker has been driving by the 
victim's Avondale Street home 
and following the victim and 
her two children in her vehi- 
cle, according to Allgood. 

“The drive-bys started after 
the new year. My children are 
petrified,” Allgood said. “She 
drives by and screams at the 
top of her lungs that she’s 
going to kill me.” 

The first time she met up 
with the alleged offender was 
approximately 18 months ago 
when the subject approached 
her while she was picking up 
her 6-year-old son, Kevin, from 
Livonia Bentley Center, police 
said. 

According to reports, the al- 
leged offender grabbed her by 
the throat and said she wanted 
her daughter back. Allgood 
moved to Inkster shortly after 
the incident where she claims 
six further attempted abduc- 
tions occurred in front of her 
home. 

The woman and her chil- 
dren have moved a total of 
three times to get away from 
the alleged offender, but to no 


avail. On Jan. 3. Allgood re- 
ceived a phone call stating that 
the alleged stalker had seen 
her at Arbor Drugs earlier in 
the day and she wanted her 
daughter back or she would 
kill the Westland woman, ac- 
cording to police. 

“This is really taking a toll 
on all of us. The kids won’t 
leave my side,” the divorced 
mother said. 

An earlier incident in- 
volved the alleged offender 
calling Allgood and informing 
her that she had kidnapped 
her children and if the mother 
didn’t do what she was told, 
the children would be “muti- 
lated beyond recognition,” ac- 
cording to Allgood. 

The Westland woman has 
also received death threat 
phone calls from the alleged 
assailant and even calls from 
the other woman’s 8-year-old 
daughter, whom the Allgood 
claims is physically and men- 
tally abused. 

“When the little one calls 
me, she calls me ‘mom’. 
There’s a lot of emotional 
abuse right there. It’s heart- 
breaking to hear about the 
black eyes and how she’s not in 
school because of the bruises,” 
Allgood said, adding that the 
girl has told her the alleged of- 
fender “doesn’t love me be- 
cause I’m not hers.” 

Allgood said she has tried to 
get the girl to tell her where 
she lives, but because she al- 
legedly cannot read it has 
been impossible. 

This heart-breaking and 
frightening chain of events has 
lead the mother to seek the 
truth. Allgood had a blood test 


performed Friday to deter- 
mine if the child she raised is 
her daughter. 

The results will take weeks, 
and if the tests come back neg- 
ative she plans to adopt the 
child she raised as her daugh- 
ter and fight for custody of the 
other child if she is her biolog- 
ical mother. 

Allgood admits that there is 


a resemblance between her 
daughter and the suspect and 
between herself and the sus- 
pect’s daughter. 

“She claims she has my lit- 
tle girl. I’ve seen her, she does 
look like me, but as far as I’m 
concerned (the child 1 raised) 
is mine,” she said, adding that 
she thinks there’s a good possi- 
bility the two girls were 
switched at birth. 

“What I fear is I’ll lose the 
one I raised. She’s (the alleged 
offender) already been tested. 
Biologically, she is not the 
mother of the child she 
raised,” Allgood added. 

According to Allgood, her 
child was born at Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn on Sept. 
25, 1986. Whether or not she 


took her biological child home 
from the hospital that fall is 
yet to be determined. The wo 
man has prepared her 8-year 
old for the worst. 

“I told my daughter about it 
She said ‘You’re my mom, 1 
don’t care what the blood work 
says. She said, “If the other lit 
tie girl is your daughter we 
have to get her back,”’ the 
Westland woman said. “ 

The mother has given a de- 
scription of the alleged stalker 
to police but does not know the 
woman’s name or where she 
lives. The offender is de- 
scribed as a 6-foot tall, 185 
pound, 30-year-old white fe- 
male with blonde short 
straight hair, blue eyes and 
wears eye glasses

School board adopts modified 


gun- free policy in district

A modified gun-free school 
policy was adopted by the Ro- 
mulus School District last 
Monday, putting the school 
policy in compliance with 
state and federal laws. 

Several years ago, the local 
school district approved a 
tough new policy that perma- 
nently expelled any student 
found to have a weapon on his 


or her person on Romulus 
School District-related prop- 
erty. 

Late last year, the Michigan 
Legislature approved and Gov. 
John Engler signed a new 
state-wide law that expels the 
same type students, but allows 
those up to the fifth grade to 
petition for re instatement af- 
ter 60 days (but they must ful- 
fill 90 days of expulsion time) 
and those in grades six to 12 
are allowed to seek re- 


instatement after 150 days (but 
must fulfill 180 days of expul- 
sion time). 

While some felt the change 
was a weakening of the local 
weapons policy, Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Schools Joel 
Carr felt upbeat about the 
change, stating “now we have 
both state and federal laws 
supporting our own student 
code of conduct.” 

According to the new provi- 
sion, “a student shall be ex- 


pelled if it is determined that 
the student brought a dan- 
gerous weapon to school, pos- 
sessed a dangerous weapon at 
school or in a weapon-free 
school zone, committed arson 
in a school building or on 
school grounds, or raped 
someone in a school building 
or on school grounds.” 

The student code listed 
starter guns and BB guns 
among those weapons covered 
by the policy, as well as poi- 


sonous gas devices, bombs, 
grenades, daggers and stile- 
ttos, knives with blades longer 
than three inches or brass 
knuckles. 

The policy describes “a 
weapon-free school zone” as 
school property (a playing 
field, property used for school 
purposes), and a vehicle used 
by a school to transport stu- 
dents to or from school prop- 
erty. 

The policy also states a 


“building administrator (such 
as a principal) shall report any 
student violating this policy to 
the local police and shall no- 
tify the student’s parents or le- 
gal guardian. 

The building administrator 
also is instructed to refer any 
student expelled under this 
policy, within three days of ex- 
pulsion, to the County Depart- 
ment of Social Services or the 
County Community Mental 
Health Agency. 


Amann 


criticized 
on health 
insurance 


Adversely criticized for 
forcing Wayne County to give 
him a paid health insurance 
policy, former 11th District 
Wayne County Commissioner 
Bryan Amann said that the 
criticism is off target. 

Area newspapers have ac- 
cused Amann of wrangling 
life-time health insurance for 
himself, his wife, and children. 

But press accounts have it 
wrong, according to the former 
commissioner and county em- 
;-ployee. 

; I “I only asked for an addi- 
tional seven years. I’m 38- 
years-old, and had the insur- 
ance coming at 45 anyway,” he 
said. “Also, just because I’m 
eligible for the benefit doesn’t 
mean I’m taking it. I have three 
other job offers that would 
rovide me with primary cov- 
rage.” 

Amann previously said that 
e is going to open a law office 
n Canton Township in mid- 
anuary. 

However, he said that the 
ocus of criticism should be 
the county’s health care policy, 
,_.ot his actions to bring it in 
^compliance with federal law. 

1 The policy, modified by the 
:ommission in 1994, granted 
ifetime health insurance to 
ligh level employees and com- 
nissioners with eight years 
service at the specified level. 
The insurance would take ef- 
rfect when the employee turned 
45. 

Compared to benefits of- 
fered by neighboring counties, 
the benefit is generous. 
‘IWealthy Oakland County only 
! offers benefits to employees 
with 25 years of service. 

Amann said that the com- 
* mission is responsible for the 
policy and can change it. Am- 
I ann is responsible for chal- 
lenging the policy’s age 
requirement. 

“The 45-year limit was not 
legal under the federal age 
discrimination act which pro- 
hibits discrimination in terms 
and conditions of employment 
on the basis of age,” he said. “I 
had a legal right to health ben- 
efits. My wife has a legal right.” 

He said that the age limit 
was irrational because other 
older commissioners, with less 
seniority than he had, are im- 
mediately eligible for the 
same benefits. On that basis, 
he convinced the commis- 
sioners, upon legal advice, to 
strike out the age requirement. 

A public outcry followed, 
and Commissioner Susan Hub- 
bard of Dearborn, is drafting a 
resolution to eliminate the 
benefit for elected and appoin- 
ted officials. However, even if 
passed, the proposal would not 
effect current commissioners 
who have a vested interested 
in the benefit, acquired by 
past service.

new live-action film promises 
an equally rewarding experi- 
ence. 

The flick is directed by 
Stephen Sommers from a 
screenplay written by Som- 
mers and Ronald Yanover and 
Mark D. Geldman. 

The Jungle Book was first 
filmed in 1942 directed by 
Zoltan Korda. More than 25 
years later, in 1967. the Walt 
Disney Pictures animated 
movie was released. It became 
an instant classic, reaching a 
worldwide audience with its 
universal and ageless appeal. 

Then, last year, more than a 
quarter of a century after the

After several tours through 
the country, it became clear 
that there were major obsta- 
cles that needed to be ad- 
dressed. First and foremost, 
the film required upwards of 
50 trained animals to be hired. 


With all the industry’s best 
animals and their trainers lo- 
cated in the U.S., bringing 
them to India proved an enor- 
mous challenge. 

“We were afraid that if we 
took the animals over to India, 
many of them could get sick or 
possibly die.” Sommers said. 
“Another top priority was find- 
ing the right jungle. I wanted a 
romantic, beautiful and lush 
jungle with lots of cliffs and 
waterfalls and peaks and val- 
leys, and that was just not to be 
found in India. 

“So, we ended up creating 
our jungle by going to four dif- 
ferent locations on two conti- 
nents. I wanted to show a 
jungle that we’d all want to 
live in, and I take full blame 
for making all of us travel half- 
way around the world and 
back to get it.” 

The Jungle Book is now 
showing at all movie theaters 
in western Wayne County.
